OU have listened many times to the reading of the Lenten regulations, and to 
the priest’s explanations of the same, yet we venture the assertion that you 
could not state them clearly to an uninformed inquirer 

You may know the Abstinence days both in and outside of Lent, but have 
you not a very vague comprehension of the fasting law, and of the conditions 
which excuse from compliance with it? 

A great many people think they are fasting if they eat just a little less 
than usual in the morning and evening, (if the principal meal be taken at 
noon), and abstain. from meat at these two meals. As a matter of fact, one 

may not take any meal in the morning if one is fasting. You may have a piece of un- 
buttered bread or toast and a cup of tea or coffee but not more. If the dinner be eaten 
a~ noon, then the evening meal (always without meat) must not exceed eight ounces. 

It is true that, in virtue of a special Indult granted to hard working people, the ma- 
jority of our Catholic countrymen are dispensed from the obligation of fasting, and most 
people seem to be availing themselves of the dispensation. But, according to the terms 
of this Indult, the people are not dispensed from performing penitential works. It is ex- 
pected that they substitute other forms.of Biblical penance, namely, prayer and alms- 
giving. Therefore, those who do not fast should participate in the public devotions of 
their parish church during Lent; they should attend the Lenten sermons and the Way 
of the Cross especially; they are encouraged to attend week day Mass, to have family 
devotions, to approach the Sacraments more frequently. These are w ays of “prayer” 
Then they are exhorted to give to religion or charity, in the form of alms, 
save by abstaining from sweetmeats, amusements, tobacco, etc.
